Many visitors who could not afford to 
trarel to N iagara, were doubtless induced 
to visit the “ mode! with real waler,” and 
if they found it rather “ small potatoes, 
they had the whole Museum to fait back 
upon for twcnly-fire cents, and no fault was 
found. 
One day I was peremptorily summoned 
to appear before the 
Board of Croton 
W ater Commissioners the next morning at 
ten o'clock. 
I wss punctual. 
“ S ir," said the President, “ you pay only
